And ſo they are 
indeed, for he ſays nothing but what is true: Firſt, 
bectuſe the divine Providence would ſhew both his 
Mercy and Juſtice in creating theſe ſeveral ſorts: 
His Mercy in bringing them all into Subjection to 
Man; inſomuch that had not Man ame, theſe 
could not have hurt him: His Juſtice, in that he 
uſeth them to puniſh Offenders, either to amend 
or deſtroy them: Alſo that the Juſt might glorify 
God, beholding the Care he takes over them to 
keep and defend them. For the Creature ſerving 
IIA 56. x thee who art his Maker, encreaſeth his 
Strength againſ} the Unrighteous for 
their 8 and abaſeth his Strength for the 
Benefit of ſuch as put their Truſt in thee. Allo theſe 
|  Beafts are called good to exerciſe our Virtues, and 
toavoid Vice: Theyawake in us the Fear of God, 
they incite us to Confidence, they try our Faith, 
and with ſome of their Inclinations admonth u 
what to do.

Anatomiſts and Philoſophers have obſerved, that 
he is a Tree reverſed, whoſe Head is his Root, his 
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Legs and Arms, Fingers and Toes, the Branches. 


If then his Root be upwards, as it is indeed, be- 
cauſe all his Sinews are rooted in the Brain; his 


Nouriſhment is above, and there ought his Know- 
ledge and Contemplation, his Heart and his Love 


to be. Innumerable things might be ſpoken of 


the Body of Man; and what is faid of God, in 
à qualified Senſe may be ſaid of Man, There is no 


end of his Excellencies, and they are paſt finding out. 


But if the Caſe be ſo rich, how glorious muſt the 


Jewel be? God, who communicateth himſelf to 
Man, breathed into the Face of Man the Breath 


of Life, and Man became a living Soul. By 
breathing in a Soul he communicated himſelf, and 
he breathed in his Face, becauſe in that upper part is 


the Fullneſs of Man's Life ſeated, his Faculties and 


Beauties, and Senſes being there. It is not ſaid of 


nanny other Creature that God breathed into him, but 
only of Man; to intimate that Man's Soul is the very 


Breath of God, an Inſpiration of Power ſupported 
by him for ever, the Soul's Immortality being 
founded upon God's Immutability, who uphold- 
eth the ſame, and will do ſo for ever. So that the 


Soul is a Power inſpired into the Body of Man by

of God. Ir is as if his very Inwards had commu- 
nicated themſelves, and that his Soul had iſſued 
out unto us: For the Holy Ghoſt is the Breath of 
God, proceeding from the Almighty ; and there- 
fore, when our Saviour breathed upon bis ellas, 
they received the Holy Ghoſt. 
Juſtly is the Soul of Man called the Breath of . 
| God, for he deſireth, after a ſort, to draw it in a- 
gun, the Soul iſſuing from him, and returning to him. 
| The Breath of God is the moſt excellent thing 
in the whole World, for it is in a Degree the Dei- 
ty himſelf in another Perſon, being the lively Type 
and Reſemblance of it. The Soul is the breathing 
Spirit, which giveth Life to the thing whereinto- 
it enters: It giveth Sight to the Eye, Hearing to 
the Ear, Speech to the Tongue, Feeling to the 
Hands, Love to the Heart, Knowledge to the 
Brain, Strength and Motion to all Members; and 
it is in the Body, even as God is in the World, Who 
giveth Splendor to the Sun, Beauty to the Hea- 
vens, Moiſture to the Sea, Verdure to the Trees, 
and Life it ſelf to all living Creatures. | 
God was fatisfied in all his Works when Man | 
was made, for now he had the Mirrour of all Ex- 
G | cellencies 
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82 Mednations on the ' 
cellencies before his Eyes, having one to enjoy all 


he had made, and to ſing Praiſes unto him for them. 
How requiſite it was to make him, we ſee by this, 


that all the reſt of the Creatures were without a 
Head till he was made, in him all were united, and 
made great in Value.

is nothing till the Weight be put on, tho” the

What kind of Creature Man i is, We may alſo ſce 
by this. In the whole Book of God there is only 
one Chapter ſpent about the Creation, and all the 
reſt is ſpent about Man; either in the Deſcription

and Actions, and God's Will and Pleaſure towards 
him, and Negotiations with him. 

We can never reſt till we ſee all things from 
God to God, proceeding trom him, and ending 


in him. 


Man being made to ſerve God, and all other 


things to ſerve him; all other things in ſerving 
Man ſerve God; but without Man, would have 


none to ſerve. F rom God they proceed to Man, 


and ſrom him return again to their Creator's Glory. 


Lord, what is this Man for whom all thin 


| were made? And who is ſo great, that all things 


upon Earth would be of little Value without him? 
O ſee how the Soul reſembles the divine Image! 
Confider the Soul yet farther in its Excellencies. 
And firſt in its Inviſibility: For as God is a pure

It is not poſſible to force its In- 
clinations; neither Man nor Angels can compel 
the ſame, becaulc it is ſubject = to God, who 
hath left Man in the Hands of his Freedom. to 
| chooſe Life or Death, that chooſing well he might 
be rewarded, or otherwiſe condemned; without 
which there would be no Rewards nor Puniſh- 
ments, nor Uſe, nor Benefit of a þ 9 707 King- 
dom, nor any Exerciſe of Righteouſneſs at all. 
Reflect upon the divine Image in the Soul, in 
its great Capacity, and infinite Extenſion, the Soul 
being capable of all Wiſdom, Knowledge, Virtue, 
Grace, Bleſſedneſs and Glory; being ſo wide, that 
only God can fill and ſatisfy it, wherein (in my O- 
pinion) it is moſt like God. For as God himſelf
